THE SILVER ISSUE. 
Bland’s Free Coinage Bill Ordered Favor- 
ably Reported. 
Wasainoton, Feb. 9.—[By the Associ- 


‘ated Press.]° The silver issue of the 


Fifty-second Congress has been defined, 
and Mr. Bland’s free coinage bill is to 
be ordered favorably reported by the 
House Committee op.Qeinage, Weights 
and Measures tomorrdéwW! This“was for- 
mally decided upop by the free coinage 
members of the committee, and asa re- 
sult of aseriesof conferences of free 
coinage men, which closed today, 
it has been determined that not 
only shall the Bland bill be favor- 
ably reported, but that speedy con- 
sideration shall be forced in the 
House. The free coinage men tonight 
claim that of 382 members of the House 
they will have 200 votes in favor of the 
bill. Tenor eleven of these, they say, 
will be Republicans and the remainder 
Democrats. Of opponents to free coin- 
age about forty will come from the 
Democratic side. The bill, as it will be 
reported, is as follows: 

SECTION 1. The unit of value in the 
United States shall be the standard silver 
dollar as now coined, 412% grains of stand- 
ard silver, or the gold dollar of 25 8.10 
grains of standard gold; standard gold and 
silver coins of the United States to be legal 
tender in payment of alldebts. Any holder 
of gold or silver bullion of the value ot 
$100 or more of standard fineness shall be 
entitled to have the same struck into any 
authorized standard coins of the United 
States, free of charge, at the mints of the 
United States, or may deposit the same at 
such mints and receive therefor coin notes 
equal in amount to the coinage value of the 
bulHon deposited and the bullion shall be- 
come the property of the Government. 
The coin notes so issued shall be in denom. 
inations df not les& than $1, nor more than 
$1000, and be also @egal tender. 

Sec. 2. After the passage of this act it 
shall not be lawful to issue or reissue the 
gold or silver certificates or treasury notes 
provided for inthe actof July 14,. 1890. 
All such notes received in the treasury 
shall be cancelled and destroyed and the 


coin notes provided for in the first section ' 


issued inlieu thereof; provided, that this 
shal) not alter the legal tender character 
of such notes now issued. 

Sec. 3.. The coin notes herein authorized 
may be reissued, but the amount at any 
time outstanding shall not be greater or 
less than the value of the coin and bullion 
at the coining value heldin the treasury; 
said notes to be redeemed-in coin on de- 
mand at the treasury, or any sub-treasury, 
and the bullion deposited to be coined as 
fast as necessary for such redemption. 

Sec. 4. Any holder of full legal tender 
gold or silver coin of the United States to 
the amount of $10 or more may deposit the 
same at the treasury or an 
and receive therefor the coin notes herein 
authorized. 

Sec. 5. Theactof July 14, 1890, is re- 
pealed. 

Sec. 6, As soon as France shall reopen 
her mints to the free and unrestricted 
coinage of silver at her present ratio (fif- 
teen and one-half pounds of silver worth 
one pound of gold, troy weight) it shall be 
the duty of the President of the United 
States to make public proclamation of that 
fact, whereupon said ratio shall be the le- 
galratioin the United States, and there- 
after the standard silver dollar shall con- 
sist of 400 grains of standard silver and 
the law relating to standard silver dollars 
of 412% grains shall be applicable to the 
new dollar, and silver dollars of 412% 
grains in the tréasury or coming in there- 
after shall be coined as fast as practicable 
into dollars of 400 grains, any gain arising 
therefrom to be accounted fqr into the 
treasury. 

In an interview this evening Mr. 
Bland said that the bill isdifferent from 
all others introduced in one particular— 
it contemplates the converting of all 
our silver peeney silver certificates and 


treasury notes issued on bullion, and 
gold certificates issued® on gold, into 
coin notes, redeemable in coin, thus 


converting our paper into bi-metal 
paper instead of keeping up the distinc- 
tion between gold and silver in our 
paper issues. This conformsto the idea 
of coining both metals on an equality.

‘FOREIGN PENSIONERS. 


A ge to Cat Them riya from Uncle Sam's 
Bounty. 

Wasmrnerox, Feb. 9:.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] -""he bill introduced by 
Represefita ve WeWwherry of © Illinois, 
cutting Off pensions ‘to foreigners and 
non-residents of the United States, is 
becoming a subject of great interna- 
tional interest. Dispatches state that 
in one province of Canada alone over 
1300 people will be, affected by the 
proposed legislation, and Gen. New- 
berry himself estimates that the foreign 
beneficiaries of the pension laws ag- 
gregate at least 15,000. 

In an interview Gen. Newberry said: 
“After the war foreigners who had 
come here as soldiers of fortune took 
advantage of the liberal pension laws 
and returned to their native country, 
where they have ever since lived, rear- 
ing families on money paid them by the 
United States. Itis not now, nor was 
it ever, their purpose to return to this 
country; nor do their sons acknowledge 
allegiance to the United States. The 
pensioner himself takes advantage of 
his position, to absolvechimself from 
duties to his home government and lives 
in ease and luxury on the bounty of the 
United States. He is a constant source 
of annoyance to our consuls abroad, de- 
manding protection under our flag 
from duties owing to his own govera- 
ment. There are several thousand of 
such pensioners living in the kingdom 
of Wurtemberg, Germany, and our Min- 
ister to Turkey says they are scattered 
all over Eastern Asia and Western 
Europe. We knowthat many are liv- 
ing in Great Britain and Canada.”’ 


PACIFIC COAST DEFENSES. 


A Gun Factory Needed — Fortifications 

Waszinoton, Feb. 9.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| Gen, Flagler, Chief of 
the Bureau of Ordnance, appeared be- 
fore the Senate Committee on Coast 
Defense this morning and urged the es- 
tablishment of a gun factory on the 
Pacific Coast. Regarding the number 
of guns necessary for the protection s 
of three of the principal points on the 
Pacific, namely: San Diego, San Fran- 
cisco and the mouth of the Columbia 
River, Gen. Flagler said that it would 
require 135 new gteel guns and 160 
steel mortars. 

Relative to the defenses of San Fran- 
cisco the general said that it was the 
present plan to mount all the 8 and 
10-inch guns on disappearing carriages; 
the larger guns to be placed.in barbettes 
and metal turrets. These disappearing 


carriages would cause the gun to disap- 


pear behind a parapet which conceals 
and protects the gun and its personnel 
while loading and firing. 

In response to a question as to car- 
riages for the guns already completed, 
the ‘general said that none were now 
finished, but three weeks ago (evidently 
having in mind the Chilean affair.) he 
was prepared to mount in haste the

Sherman's Anti-Chinese Bill. 

Wasuineron, Jan. 9.—Senator Sher- 
man’s bill to prohibit the coming of 
Chinese into the United States, which 
was introduced in Congress today, is 
compiled in part from bills recently in- 
troduced and which are now under con- 
sideration by Congress, with the addi- 
tion of some new provisions providing 
ways and means for detecting the 
presence ofa large class of Chinese 
persons who smugggle themselves into 
the country from across the border 
line. ‘The bill contemplates specific 


legislation to cure this evil by means 


of anew system of registration. The 
bill provides that when a Chinaman 
changes his residence he shall have that 
fact noted on his certificate,: which en- 
ables officers or the Government to trace 
each registered person. Fees and fines 
collected shall be set apart by the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury and be known as 
the Chinese fund, and be used to defray 
expenses incident to the adminis-

HAWAIIAN POLITICS. 


Three Parties in the Field—Annexation 
Not an Issue/ 

Honouvv, Feb. 2, via SAN FRaNcIsco,

Hawaii is now on theeve of a_ biénnial 
election, and the three parties which 
now represent Hawaiian politics are all 
in the field. These parties are the Na- 
tional Reform, the Liberal; led by 
Robert Wilcox and C. W. Ashford, ,and 
the Native Sons of Hawaii, led by J. A. 
Cummins, formerly a Cabinet Minister. 
Indications point toa Liberal victory, 
which woulc place Wilcox and his party 
in power. Their battle cry is **Hawaii 
for the Hawaiians’’ and they advocate 
the proposed change in-the present con- 
stitution and a new treaty with the 
United States. The Nationalists charge 
the Liberals with stealing their thunder 
in the matter of the treaty. but are op- 
posed to any change inthe constitution.

Sensational rumors 
are current to the effect that the 
Greek steamer Embiricos, recently 
wrecked off the Scilly Islands, found- 
ered during a mutiny of the crew in 
which the captain and some of the of- 
ficers were murdered, and alsothat the 
remaining officers were murdered in a 
fight with knives to secure one of the 
boats after the accident. 

The statements of,the survivors are 
conflicting, but itis evident that the 
Greeks, forming a majority of the 
saved, used violence to prevent the ac- 
cess of others to the boats. Three Mal- 
tese sailors agree in stating that a man 
was beaten off a boat with an iron bar 
and drowned. Another man says that 
the lifeboat which rescued the Greeks 
was about to return to the doomed ves- 
sel for others, but the Greeks refused 
to allow it and the English and officers 
were left to their fate. 

A Maltese named Balzan says that 
thore was room for fifty men in the life- 
boat, but it contained only fifteen. 


When they had pulleda little distance 


these left on the vessel were heard 
shrieking and imploring to be saved. 
The Maltese started to back water, but 
the Greeks overpowered him and threat- 
ened to kill him unless he obeyed or- 
ders. 

According to another story the Greeks 
declined to pick up men swimming be- 
hind the lifeboat and felled with an 
iron bar one man who clutched the 
boat. 


PARLIAMENT OPENED. 


The Queen's Speech eech —Preliminary Skir- 
mishes in the Commons, 

Lonpon, Feb. 9.—|By Cable and Asso- 
ciated Press.] Parliament reassembled 
today. The Queen’s speech opening 
the session was read. It expresses her 
gratitude for the sympathy of the peo- 
ple in her late bereavement, Among 
other things the message states that an 
agreement has been concluded with the 
United States defining the mode by 
Which disputes regarding the seal fish- 
eries in Bering Sea may be referred to 
arbitration. England’s relations with 
foreign powers, the message declared, 
continue friendly. 

Parliament will be asked to pass 
uvon numerous measures, among which 
will be proposals for applying to Ire- 
land the general principles of govern- 
ment already adopted in Great Britain; 
a measure for increasing the number of 
small holdings in agricultural districts 
of Great Britain; a bill extending the 
advantages of assisted education to 
Ireland; a scheme modifying the 
system of procedure in regard to pri- 
vate bills so far as it affects Scotland 
and Jreland. 

Proposals will also be submitted for 
improving the discipline of the estab- 
lished church in regard to moral of- 
fenses; revising the existing agree- 
ments between the government and 
Bank of England and amending the 
law with respect to the liability of em- 
ployers for injuries sustained by em- 
ployés. 

IN THE HOUSE OF LORDs. 

In the House of Lords, this afternoon, 

arl Kimberly of Dublin expressed sur- 
prise that the Queen’s speech made no 
reference tothe dispute with France 
over the Newfoundland affair. 

Lord Salisbury said that the present 
settlement of the question was not due 
to' the action of the government but to 
the people of Newfoundland themselves. 
The absence of special reference 
in the Queen’s speech to the or- 
der and prosperity prevailing in 
Ireland showed the contidence of 
the government in the country’s fitness 
for self-government. The fact that an 
Irish local government bill was pro- 
posed implied that conditions now pre- 
vailed in Ireland which justified the 
governmeuat in giving that country ex- 
tended powers of local control. With 
regard to Egypt, Lord. Salisbury said 
that after the sacrifice Great Britain 
had made in connection with that coun- 
try he believed she would never surren- 
der her supremacy there to another 
power.

Getting Control of All the Allianee 
Stores. 


Statements That Place a Number of the 
Granger Leaders in a Compromising 
Position — The Trust's Big 
Corruption Fund,

Cuicaco, Feb. 0.—[By the Associated 
Press.] The Inter Ocean will publish 
tomorrow a two-column exposé of an 
alleged scheme whereby the National 
Cordage Trust, through the connivance 
of a number of leading Alliance of+ 
ficials, is attempting to get control of 
not only all the present Alliance stores 
in the country, but 4000 additional 
ones which the trust proposes starting. 
Statements are made by D. M. Full- 
wiler, State business agent for the Al- 
liance in Illinois; E. E. Whipple,of the 
Whipple Harrow Company of St, 
Johns, Mich.; and William Deering & 
Sons, Chicago, that place certain prom- 
inent Alliance leaders in a compromis- 
ing position. 

Alonzo Wardall, member. of the 
National Executive Committee of the 
Farmers’ Alliance and Industrial Union, 
admfts, so the Inter Ocean says, that 
he is hired by the National Union Com- 
pany, the agency through which the 
Cordage Company is operating, and he 
also admitted to E. E. Whipple that he 
thougit the National Cordage Company 
is behind, or largely interested in, the 
National Union Company, as he (War- 
dall) knew that Walter Bury, the 
National Cordage president, gave his 
check to the Union Company for $125,- 
OOO and he (Wardall) had it in his 
possession several days, showing it to 
the ‘‘boys’’ while in New York last 
June. 

This June meeting was a secret ‘one, 
which the National Union Company had 
called, of all State Alliance business 
agents whom it had induced into the 
scheme, that company paying all ex- 
penses. At thismeeting Macune, chair- 
man of the National Executive Commit- 
tee and editor of the National Econo- 
mist; Coffin, the State business agent 
for the Illinois F.M.B.A.; George 
G. Close, State agent for Dakota;

A Couple of Lots in the Ellis Subdl- 
vision in Dispute. 


The Fruitland Levee District Right-of- 
way Proceedings. 


An Unfortunate Woman Adjudged Insane 
and Committed to Agnews—Suit on 
Promissory Note—Court 
Notes—New Cases. 


Judge Clark rendered his decision in 
the case of H. D. Godfrey vs. J. Mon- 
roe et al., an action to quiet title to two 
lots in block D, Ellis’s subdivision of 
parts of lots 2 and 8, block 88, Han- 
cock’s survey of the city of Los Ange- 
ges, yesterday in accordance with the 
following opinion: 


The only question which the case pre- 
sents is ether or not the description of 
the property in the Sheriff's return of the 
writ of attachment in the suit of Monroe 
B. Ellis is sufficient to charge a bona fide 
purchaser with notice. The return recites 
the levy of the writ, the posting of notices 
and copies and the delivery of the same to 
the occupants of the land and to the 
County Recorder as required by law, and 
proceeds: ‘Which said property so at- 
tached and levied upon is particularly de- 
scribed as being all the right, title and in- 
terest of John W. Ellis, the defendant 
named in said writ, in and to certain tracts 
or jots of land situate inthe city and county 
of Los Angeles, State of California, being: 
All that portion of block D, of Colina Park, 
situated east of Belmont avenue and lying 
between Silver street and Diamond street, 
according to maps of said Colina Park, re- 
corded in book 7, page 37, Miscellaneous 
Records of Los Angeles county, including 
therein lots number 1 to. 12, in block 
marked T on map of Ellis’s subdivision of 
parts of lots 2 and 3, Hancock's survey, re-

Since our present schedule of rates for display adver- 
tising was adopted, two years ago, the circulation of 
THE TIMES has increased more than 50 per cent.

Chinese Exclusion. 

The House Committee on Immigration 
is still struggling with the Chinese ques- 
tion. A noteworthy feature is the 
change of sentiment on this question in 
the East. Formerly they would not 
listen to,anything on the subject of Chi- 
nese exclusion, bug now they are much 
more reasonable, having learned by ex- 
perience something about the ‘‘little 
brown men.”’ 

Tue Times has received from Chair- 
man Stump of the Committee on Immi- 
gration a copy of the bill which he has 
introduced. It is entitled ‘‘A bill to ab- 
solutely prohibit-the coming of Chinese 
laborers into the United States, 
whether subjects of the Chinese Empire 
or of any other foreign government.”’ 
It -provides that for twenty years no 
Chinese laborers, including those who 
have been here, may come to the United 
States, whether for transit or other- 
wise, Chinese who may desire to pass 
through the United States, or to visit 
the country temporarily, on business or 
pleasure, or educational purposes, may 
doso by obtaining from the United 
States consul at the port of departure a 
permit, which permit shall specify the 
object and expected duration of the pro- 
posed visit, with§full description of the 
visitor anda portrait. He mustalso give 
bonds with two responsible sureties in 
‘the penalty of $1000 for each domestic 
servant brought to the United States, 

conditioned that he or they shall be re- 
turned to China at the expiration of the 
permit. "Any Chinese merchant now re- 
siding in the United States and doing a 
business of at least £10,000 per an- 
num who may desire temporarily to visit 
China or other foreign countries shall 
be permitted to return provided he 
prove that he does such business and 
files an accurate description of himself 
with photograph. Members of lega- 
tions and consulates are exempted from 
the effects of this bill.

‘Beet Sugar. 

Since the two-cent Government boun- 
ty went. into effect the cultivation of 
the sugar beet in the United States. has 
received agreatimpetus. LIowais about 
to get her first beet-sugar factory, at 
Muscatine, a committee of citizens hav- 
ing raised $100,000 to accept the 
proposition of a California syndicate to 
erect a $500,000 sugar plant this sum- 
mer and be ready to operate in the fall. 

The Chino factory will start up this 
season with a largely increased acreage 
in beets to draw upon, Mr. Gird, in ac- 
cordance with his. contract, having 
planted a large additional area. Some 
of the settlers who raised beets last 
season will not repeat the experiment. 
On the other hand, others will increase 
their acreage, while new arrivals will 
go into the business. Soine of those 
who raised beets last season are dissat- 
isfied. Thisis largely owing to mis- 
takes inseparable froma new venture 
and to lack of. proper care. The sugar 
beet needs clse.and frequent cultiva- 
tion. Those who gave it that attention 
have generally done well. The Chino 
paper recently gave the net profits per 
acre of four growers as $45.88. $34.35, 
$38.85 and $36.25. respectively—an 
average of $38.32, which should be 
considered satisfactory for an annual 
crop. * Still, there is a sentiment among 
the farmers of this section that, at 
the rates paid for beets, they are 
not getting their fair proportion 
of the Government bounty. Hence 
the present movement’ for’ the 
establishment of a codperative factory 
on the principle which is general in 
Germany, Where, of 401 beet-sugar fac- 
tories, 8380 are runonthe codperative 
plan. The attempt to establish such an 
enterprise this season. in the Cahuenga 
Valley has fallen through, but in the 
Santa Ana Valley it is a thorough suc- 
-cess. Anaheim has already organized 
the first co}perative beet-sugar factory 
in the United States, the necessary 
8000 shares, each representing one 
acre to be planted to sugar beets, hav- 
ing been quickly subscribed and 10 per 
cent. 6f the $100 per share having 
been paid down. 

The progress of this new departure 
will be watched with great interest 
throughout the country. Its success 
‘means much to the farmers of the 
United States. The consumption of 
sugar in this country was. according to 
thé last census. 55 pounds per capita 
for our 64,000,000 inhabitants, or a 
total of 1,760,000 tons, while the 
United States manufactured less than 
200,000 tons during the same period, 
not counting maple sugar. Our foreign 
purchases were, therefore, 1,500,000 
tons, which at 5 centsa pound repre- 
sents $150,000,000 paid by consumers 
in this country for foreign sugar. Now, 
when itis remembered that there isa 
strip of land averaging 200 miles in 
widtk extending from the Atiantic to 
the Pacific and up the Pacific Coast that 
is adapted to the culture of the sugar 
beet the significance of this new enter- 
prise in Orange county becomes 
apparent, In Europe sugar-beet land 
is worth from $800 to $600 per acre. 
The only advantage they have there isin 
cheap labor, but that is more than offset 
by the’necessity of using fertilizers 
there on a large scale, also by the short- 
ness of the working season, which is 
only 100 days as compared with six 
months in California, and, lastly, by the 
Government bounty in America of 2 
cents a pound, instead of a tax of sey- 
eral cents, which is paid in most Euro- 
pean countries. 

The total product of the three Cali- 
fornia sugar factories last season was 
8,070,138 pounds, of which the Chino 
factory produced 1,946,000 pounds, 
the bounty on which was $38,932. It 
is expected that the output of the State 
-this. year will be more than double that 
of the season just ended. It would 


to supply the consumption of California 
alone.

Denver (Colo.,) Feb. 9.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.| Never in the history 
of Colorado was there a more brilliant 
scene than was witnessed by a tremen- 
dous crowd at the Broadway Theater 
tonight at the banquet of the Grev- 
stone Club in honor of Samuel J. Til- 
den’s birthday.

Arrival of Mr, Armstrong in the City 
Yesterday. 


‘He Says the Press Dispatches Do Not Give 
@ Fair Idea of His Plan—What He 
Will Try to Do—His Califor- 
nia Interests. 


Last Thursday morning Tae Times 
printed an Associated Press dispatch 
from San Francisco to’the effect thata 
New York special stated that ‘‘Henry 
Morgenthau, a capitalist associated with 
P. B. Armstrong. a well-known insur- 
ance man, in the plan of wig, | 
great fruit-growers’ trust by consolidat- 
ing the California fruit farms into an 
enormous association, has been. inter- 
viewed. He said that he  pre- 
ferred not to give much jinfor- 
mation regarding the matter, as it 
might materially interfere with the 
success{ul carrying outoftheplan. He 
stated, however, that stocks and bon‘4s 
would be issued to those whose farms 
were absorbed by the trust, and that it 
was intended to embrace the largest 
farms, of which Armstrong owns one. 
Morgenthau said he was associated 
with Armstrong in the new move, but 
the particulars as to the others who 
would be allied with it cannot be ob- 
tained for some time yet.”’ 

Mr. Armstrong, accompanied his 
wife, arrived in the city Srarecéate and 
was seen by a Timgs reporter last even- 
' ing, and when asked what there was in 
the dispatch, said: ; 


I myself being one of the largest growers 
of fruit and nuts on the Coast, having over 
1000 acres under cult¢jvation, comprisin 
some 70,000 trees, am paturally interes 
in any plan which looks forward 'to a prac- 
tical system of economy in the cost’ of Pa 
ducing, shipping, marketing and collecting 
the proceeds of these California products, 

A-fruit trust,’’ such as announced by the 
Associated dispatches from New York, how- 
ever, isthe most remote thing from my 
min¢l. 

While one, two or a. half dozen men can 
agree upon a definite line of policy still 
| they may not be able to arrange plang and 

details which would meet with the univer- 
_sal approval of so large and important an 
industry as che fruit interest of California. 

It might look like assumption on my part 
to evensuggest in the face of the abiijity al- 
ready shown by th California fruit 
growers a plan whereby the interest of 
each and every one of them may be ad- 
vanced, but in view of the fact that the 
fruit-growers themselves, in conventions 
assembled, freely discuss their weaknesses 
on certain points, I fee] certain that the 
plan I have to offer, with slight modifica- 
tions, will meet with ‘almost universal ap- 

roval. 
The is substantially as follows: 

. One large corportio2 tg own so’ much of 
the fruit-growing interest as can be profit. 
ably admitted to the company, both large 
nad: small growers being eligible, provided, 
however, that enough small growers in any 
given locality come into the corporation to 
make the care, culture and handling of 
their products profitable to the corporation, 
in which all would be interested to the ex- 
tent of the agreed value of their proper- 
ties. Without a thorough*investigation of 
the matter it would be impossible to deter- 
mine upon the amount. of the capital stock 
of thé corporation, but I should think it 
could be conservatively estimated at 
$50,000,000. Let it be less or more, it 
would be divided into shares of $100 each, 
and each par.yv interested would be en- 


that the agreed value of his property bears 
to the aggregate.

Mr. Bedell has another invention which 
he proposes to give away through the 
medium of Tue Times, and this, the re- 
sult of three years’ study, appears to be 
more practicable. It is a metallic tie 
and rail-fastener which the inventor 
claims will effectually prevent spread- 
ing of the rails, and has the merit of 
cheapness, The inventor says that if 
by this new tie one accident can be 
avoided and one life saved h : will feel 
amply recompensed for the time he has 
devoted to it. He explains that ‘the 
tie is rolled with a rib through the cen- 
ter about two inches high, and two 
short ribs on the bottom. Slots are cut 
in the top rib the exact width of the 
bottom of the rail; then the rail-fasten- 
ers are bolted on the rib which holds 
down the inside of the rails, and allow 
of their easy removal when required. 
Every fifteenth -tie at end of rails 
has an angle iron with right 
and left flanges, wide enough to hold 
the ends of the rails, riveted on each 
end of the tie. The inside fastening is 
the same, striding the rib and bolted on. 
This plan dispenses with fish-plates and 
spikes, prevents forging or striking at 
the ends of the rails caused by the rail 
ends bedding into the wooden ties.’

_ LOS ANGELES, Feb. 9, 1892. 
A Aispatcn from New York says: The 

Commercial Bulletin discusses official data 
of the importation of raisins and prunes 
especially with regard to the possibility 
suggested of a much larger outlet than 
ever before for California fruit, made pos- 
sible by the high tax to which foreign fruit 
is subjected and the ability ef California to 

ut goods upon the market at prices within 
the reach of the great mass of consnmers. 
The Bulletin says: ‘The importation of 
raisins for three years ending with 1890 
averaged about 39,000,000 pounds per 
annum, while less than 19,000,000 pounds 
were imported in 1891. This apparent 
opening for 20,000,000 pounds of Califor- 
nia raisins sinks into insignificance along- 
sige of the prune exhibit. In 1888 no less 
than 74°500,000 pounds of prunes were 
imported, while the average for the three 
y ears ending with 1890 is about 60,000,- 
‘000 pounds. In 1891 only 9,336,850 

ounds were imported. Evidently Calt- 
Fornia prunes have a promising future. 
Certain it is that the product of the Golden 
State must profit by the remarkable falling 
off inthe foreign supply. It looks very 
much as though California should secure a 
large percentage of former foreign trade 
if prices are kept within reasonable 
bounds."’

Lot C. Mooney has gone too tar. He has 
succeeded for a time in deceiving his busi- 
ness associates, his friends and his -young 
family, but his rascality has at last brought 
him within the grasp of the strong arm of 
the law. Since the story of his arrest in 
Hanford, charged with felony, has been 
made public through the columns of THE 
TIMES, some of his former history has been 
learned, much of which stamps him asa 
notorious fraud and reveals other hair- 
breadth escapes from the penitentiary. 

His trickery throughout has been guided 
by a cunning hand, and at times he was 
most daring in his advances, but on account 
of his connections here with one of the 
oldest and best-known families of the val- 
ley his crookedness was covered up and he 
was enjoined to lead a different life. But 
good advice on him was worse than wasted. 
He seemed determined to lead a crooked 
life, and his arrest in Hanford is but the 
usual outcome of such a life. A full report 
of his arrest in Hanford could not be ob: 
tained for yesterday's issue of THE TIMES. 
but-is given-today in detail as received 
from an authoritative source in Hanford, 
as follows: 

_ On Tuesday February 2, a young man 
giving his name as L.C. Mooney came to 
town. He said he was from Santa Ana, and 
that he was agent of the National Building 
and Loan Association of Los Angeles. In 
conversation with J. A. Hickman, of the 
Bank of Hanford, Mr. Hickman found that 

| Mooney’s wife was once a schoolmate of 

Mrs. Hickman, and was well cpnnected. He 
was invited to dinner .by Mr. Hickmah. 
After dinner he appeared at the counter of 
the Farmers’ and Merchants’ Bank witha 
check on the First National Bank of Los 
Angeles for $800, signed by F. F. Spence, 
who, Mooney claimed, was president of the 
Los Angeles bank. He was asked if he had 
anyone to identify him and he said Mr. 
Hickman knew him. He was recommended 
to go to the Bank of Hanford with his check 
and have Assistant Cashier Hickman cash 
itatthat bank. He went, and Hickman 
paid him $300 in coin and took the precau- 
tion to pay him the balance in a check on 
Fresno. Mooney claimed that he wanted to 
express the money to one Harkins of 
Fresno, to whom he had made a loan. He 
took the coin and the check to the express 
office, but on being told by Express Agent 
Weisbaum that the check might need to be 

identitied at Fresno, and that he had better 
send it all in money, he returned to the 
bank and presented a telegram signed by 
one Smith, who was said to be also con- 
nected with the loan association, Which was 
addressed to him (Mooney) and told him to 
send the money to Harkins. Mr. Hick- 
man. took a the. Fresno check and 
paid 500 in carrency, and Mooney 
went out. The bank people became uneasy 
and mistrusting that all was not right be- 
gan to investigate. They found, by inquiry 

} at the telegraph office, that Mooney had re- 

ceived no dispatch as he had represented, 

and by calling on Express Agent Weisbaum 
found that no money had been expressed to 

Fresno by Mooney. This wasenough. Mr. 

Hickman swore out a warrant charging 

Mooney with felony, and City Marshal Bush 

placed him under arrest. When in custody 

he pleaded innocence of committing any 
wrong and paid back the bank $794.60 of 
the mdéney he had drawn on the check. 
Marshal Bush thought that circumstances 
pointed to the probability that Mooney had 

a partner in the game and thcught best not 

to lodge his prisoner in the city prison, as 

if he had a confederate he could easily get 
him out of the calaboose. He accordingly 

» took his man to his own home and put him 
to bed, while he (Bush) sat up ina chair in 
anadjoining room. Having been up day 
and nightv,for some time Mr. Bush 
dropped to sleep in the morning and awoke 
at10 minutesafter6 o'clock. He looked for 
his prisoner and he was gone. In going out 
Mooney had to pass through the room 
where Mrs. Bush was sleeping, and when he 
did she saw him but thought it was Mr. 
Bush, as Mooney had on her husband's o ’er- 
coat. She found out her mistake only when 
Mr. Bush appeared five minutes later. Go- 
ing out into the yard the officer saw no 
signs of his prisoner, It was ascertained 
that Mooney jumped the back fence, went 
to the Turner House and got his valise and 
then took the road east on foot. Being sat- 
isfied of this Marshal Bush a few minutes 
later with horse and cart started in pur. 
suit. He found Mooney on the railroad 
track near the Lindley ranch. Driving un- 
til he had to stop on account of fences, the 
officer got on foot and gave chase. Mooney 
was game and would not stop. The officer 
fired at him twice and yet he kept on his 
legs. Finally after a long chase which 

‘took them through a farmer's barn Moone 
gave up and the marshal brought him back 
totown. Yesterday morning Judge McVey 
held him in bonds of $4000. 

The prisoner is said to be well connected, 
but has separated from his wife. Hestands 
a good chance of going over the bay.
